It Is now more than a week since > 
City Treasurer Whitnall wrote to the 
str(*et car company, but so far he has 
heanl nothing from any of its officials 
In the way of an answer. 

The county agricultural school Is 
exported to open in September with 
ail attendance of over JfXi. The grounds 
cover 370 acres and tho buildings are 
now rtMifed in and will l>e completed 
as soon as possible. 

Don't Want Dormitoriea. 

“In some of the agricultural schools 
dormitoriea are provided so that the 
students are not compelled to go 
home.'* said Whitnall. In viewing this 
aspect of the question. “I do not think 
this would l>o wise In IhU cas«‘. Wo 
want the students to live at home and 
to give tho entire family the Inuieit of 
what they are taught.
